A looming crunch in lunch 
monitors is forcing the 
Halifax Regional School 
Board to try to lure people 
with referral and signing 
bonuses. 

“We’re trying to be cre¬ 
ative,” said Joanne Williams, 
coordinator for the board’s 


Excel supervision programs. 

Launched yesterday, the 
school board is offering 
$50 referral bonuses to Ex¬ 
cel employees who recruit 
a lunch monitor. The new 
hire would also get a $50 
signing bonus. 

“The greatest challenge for 
us is finding individuals who 
can dedicate an hour and 
half or so of their day, each 
day, five days a week for the

Meat retailers taking a hit

Sandwiches at both Irv¬ 
ing stores and Needs stores 
were added to the national 
Maple Leaf recall yesterday 

“There will certainly be 
a financial cost we will 
have to absorb, although 
we do not know yet how 


much. For now we want to 
ensure our products are 
safe,” said Chantale Sajo of 
Couche-Tard, which man¬ 
ages food services at 127 
Irving stations in Atlantic 
Canada. 

They’ve gone further 
and removed all sandwich¬ 
es from their shelves. The 
products weren’t contami¬ 
nated, Sajo said, but there 
was a risk of cross-contam¬ 
ination because the meats 
were sliced in the same 
plant. 

Jeanne Cruilcshank, vice 


president of the Canadian 
Council of Grocery Distrib¬ 
utors said the latest recall 
at Sobeys grocery stores 
was just a precautionary 
measure. 

“It’s very common to see 
this kind of process ex¬ 
panded from what the ini¬ 
tial recall is,” she said. 

Maple Leaf is expecting a 
cost of at least $20 million 
from the recall, which 
doesn’t include future ad¬ 
vertising to rescue its repu¬ 
tation and a possible drop 
in sales.

Sandwiches pulled 
amid listeriosis fears 

No known cases of infection in N.S.

Sandwiches were yanked 
of the shelves in Nova Sco¬ 
tia yesterday in a further 
recall of possibly contami¬ 
nated meat. 

Several products sold in 
Irving stations and Needs 
convenience stores were 
added to the recall list. 
Over 200 kinds of meat 
products have now been 
recalled due to a listeria 
contamination at a Maple 
Leaf plant in Toronto. Lis¬ 
teriosis has been linked to 
12 deaths nationally. 

There have been no cas¬ 
es in Nova Scotia. But it’s 
entirely possible some may 
pop up here, said Nova 
Scotia chief public health 
officer Robert Strang. 

“It’s certainly possible 
we may see in the next few 
weeks cases of listeriosis 
simply because this dis¬ 
ease has a fairly long incu¬ 
bation period,” Strang said. 

Symptoms of listeriosis 


such as high fever and 
neck stiffness can show up 
70 days after eating con¬ 
taminated food. 

In general, healthy peo¬ 
ple don’t get sick from lis¬ 
teriosis, but it can cause 
complications for higher 
risk individuals like sen¬ 
iors and pregnant women. 

Concern over food safety 
has prompted some con¬ 
sumers to shop closer to 
home. Jim Lorraine of 
RiverBreeze farm near 
Truro said recalls always 
give him a boost in busi¬ 
ness. 

“It’s a big blip, then we 
come out the other side 
with a few more loyal cus¬ 
tomers,” he said. 

Just yesterday he got 10 
requests for product lists 
from new customers in 
Halifax. 

Jeanne Cruilcshank, vice 
president of the Canadian 
Council of Grocery Distrib¬ 
utors, said it’s too soon to 
tell grocery store meat 
sales have dropped. 

“These microbes and

pathogens aren’t respect¬ 
ful of geography either so 
the location of the product 
may not bare any resem¬ 
blance to food safety is¬ 
sues,” she said.

NSP battling rising fuel prices

energy The 12 per cent 
rate increase Nova Scotia 
Power Inc. is applying for 
next month is a sign of 
things to come, unless the 
utility changes how it does 
business, president Rob 
Bennett said yesterday. 

Bennett blamed the pro¬ 
posed rate hike on the ris¬ 
ing cost of fuel. “Some peo¬ 
ple are using the word ‘cri¬ 


sis’ to describe current 
world-energy prices,” Ben¬ 
nett said. “I’m not sure if 
we would all agree on that 
word, but we can all agree 
that change has been 
thrust upon us.” 

He noted a tonne of coal 
that was $80 last year and 
is $155 today. That in¬ 
crease will cost the utility 
up to $50 million over the 
next six months. 

“There are changes un¬ 
derway in our business 
that will help us moderate 


electricity costs,” said Ben- 
nettadding a better trans¬ 
mission system linking the 
province to its neighbours 
and looking at renewable 
resources would be key 
ways to keep costs down. 

Biomass and in-stream 
tidal generation have po¬ 
tential, Bennett said, “but 
it is wind, at this point, 
that holds the most imme¬ 
diate promise.” He said the 
predictable cost of green 
energy would mean stable 
prices for consumers.

HCAP wants government to raise social assistance rates, metro Halifax 


As students return, 
cops launch Fallback

What happens when 
33,000 students move into 
south-end Halifax all in 
one weekend? Enough 
drinking and debauchery 
that Halifax Regional 
Police have formed a strat¬ 
egy to help quell the 
chaos. 

In place for its fourth 
year, Operation Fallback 
comes into force for a 
month starting this Sun¬ 
day, to coincide with mov¬ 
ing day for students. 

“It’s designed to help 
ease the disruptions,” says 
Const. Brian Palmeter, who 
has been in charge of the 
program for three years. 
“You have a certain group 
that, it’s their first time 
away from home, so 
they’re getting their feet 
wet with their independ¬ 
ence.” 

During the month of 
September, police receive 
double the number of 
noise complaints (about 
300) in the neighbour¬ 
hoods around Saint Maiy’s 
University and Dalhousie 
University. 

“(It’s) a lot of that is par¬ 
tying and pedestrian 
noise,” he said.

Apartments that become 
notorious for loud parties 
get one warning for the 
year and after that, tenants 
automatically receive a 
$452 fine. 

Police will also be on the 
lookout for open liquor 
and underage drinking 
among party-hoppers and 
groups heading downtown. 
Each net a $452 fine. Public 
drunkenness or getting 
thrown in the drunk tank 
is a $118.50 penalty. 

In past years, police have 
given out nearly $55,000 
worth of tickets. 

Palmeter said the cam¬ 
paign also ensures frosh 
week lasts just one week. 

“It’s not a month or 
two,” he said. “The senti¬ 
ment of the long-term resi¬ 
dents in the area is they 
can deal with the first 
week, but it’s when it drags 
into late September and in¬ 
to October and the behav¬ 
iour is the same. That’s the 
biggest problem.” 

Dal has hired two off-du¬ 
ty police officers to patrol 


the campus and neighbour¬ 
hood after September, too. 
The officers will be out on 
Thursday, Friday and Satur¬ 
day nights throughout the 
school year, as well as dur¬ 
ing spring break and other 


peak party times. 

“It’s just to quicken the 
response time in dealing 
with problems,” Palmeter 
said. “It also adds to the 
safety and security of the 
students.”

26,000 cigarette butts. 

“This is a small portion of 
what is actually out there,” 
said Clean Nova Scotia’s 
Kari Riddell. “For the past 
two years, we have asked 
people to record the 
amount of cigarette butts 
found during liter cleanups 
in Nova Scotia and, based 
on the data, cigarette butts 
far outweigh coffee cups 
and fast-food packaging.” 

Youth Corp volunteers 
Claire Simmons, Kati LaVi¬ 
gne, Tara MacDonald and 
Robin Patterson descended 
on select areas of HRM for a 
four-day blitz. Yesterday, 
they highlighted their find¬ 


ings with a sign on Citadel 
Hill that read: “Cigarette 
butts are litter too.” Each 
letter represents 1,000 of 
the butts collected. 

A cigarette butt takes up 
to 15 years to degrade and 


Nova Scotian smokers aver¬ 
age 16 cigarettes a day. If 
they toss just 10 per cent on 
the ground, that’s six mil¬ 
lion butts a year. 

“One cigarette butt may 
be small, but when you add 


them all up, we are talking 
about high ratios of toxic 
chemicals like tar, carbon 
monoxide and lead leach¬ 
ing into our soil, water sys¬ 
tems and into the food 
chain,” said Simmons.

Rain, floods devastate South Asia 


India Rising rivers in east¬ 
ern India that swamped 
more land and homes yes¬ 
terday have affected more 
than 2 million people, 
some of whom vented 
their anger by attacking of¬ 
ficials trying to assess the 
damage. 

Since the monsoon be¬ 
gan in June, torrential 
rains have killed more 
than 1,000 people in South 
Asia, mainly in India’s 
states of Bihar and Uttar 
Pradesh, but also Nepal 
and Bangladesh. 

The Koshi River in the 
eastern state of Bihar, one 
of India’s poorest regions, 


has broken its mud em¬ 
bankments in several 
places. The river also broke 
a dam in neighbouring 
Nepal, sweeping away sev¬ 
en villages, officials said. 

The death toll in Bihar 
rose to 46 overnight after 
14 more villagers drowned 
in swirling waters. 

UNICEF said cases of di¬ 
arrhoea and fever were be¬ 
ing reported in makeshift 
camps. 

Indian authorities 
warned of more rain in 
eastern India, including Bi¬ 
har, with heavy falls in the 
next four to five days.

The tidy little 1 Series 
Coupe leads the way in 
BMW’s return to a small¬ 
er, lighter, more 
affordable car, slotting 
nicely below the increas¬ 
ingly larger, heavier and 
more expensive 3 Series 
models that currently 
earn the German 
automaker’s bread and 
butter. 

Though a range of en¬ 
gine options are available 
in other markets, we’re on¬ 
ly getting a pair of 1 Series 
models: The 128i with a 
230-horsepower, 3.0-litre, 
in-line six under its hood, 
and the 135i, which has a 
superb 300-hp, twin-turbo 
version of the same 3.0- 
litre unit. 


In its coupe body style, 
the 1 Series starts at 
$33,900 for the base 128i 
while the twin-turbo 135i 
carries a proportionately 
higher $41,700 sticker 
price to reflect its added 
performance and equip¬ 
ment levels. 

There are also a couple 
convertible versions, too: 
The 128i Cabriolet carries a 
sticker price of $39,900 for 
your top-down driving 
pleasure while its range¬ 
topping 135i counterpart is 
priced at $47,200. 

The crisp, clean lines and 
compact shape of the 
Coupe are quite attractive 
to the eye with its long 
hood, trapezoidal green¬ 
house, clearly defined 
shoulder line and long 
wheelbase. 

It looks fast even while 
standing still. 


Inside, the perfectly- 
sized steering wheel, short 
gear lever, circular instru¬ 
ments and high-quality ma¬ 
terials are all as eye-catch¬ 
ing as they are functionals.

Beneath its retro appear¬ 
ance, the HHR is simply a 
nicely executed station 
wagon. Think of it as a 
Chevrolet Cobalt wagon 
in drag, as it’s based on 
the same solid 
architecture as the popu¬ 
lar Chevy coupe/sedan. 

Thanks to its retro shape, 
the interior is roomy and 
comfortable, the rear seat- 
backs fold fully flat and the 
cargo deck is hard-surfaced 
... all of which makes the 
HHR a usable ride for every¬ 
day people and cargo haul¬ 
ing chores. In that respect, 
the well-equipped base LS 
and LT models — at $19,855

Steve Burgess, a farmer

Then, in a masterstroke 
that differs from others 
who tried the voyage be¬ 
fore, instead of trying to 
cross the Straits while they 


were covered with ice, he 
simply waited for it to melt 
in the summer. 

Once that happened, he 
strapped two huge floats on 
the sides of his Defender, 
added a motor and pro¬ 
peller on the back and 
sailed across the 90-kilome- 
tre stretch of water, paus¬ 
ing on the island of Little 
Diomede as the weather 
closed in, before continu¬ 
ing a few weeks later when 
conditions improved. 

“It’s been a phenomenal 
trip,” said Burgess. “I can’t 
say it was all enjoyable — I 
wouldn’t do it again — but 
it has been incredible.”

Transylvanian farm life 
reflects a simpler time

visit to the tiny 
Romanian town 
of Ture (or Turea) 
is like travelling 
V back in time. 

Horse-drawn carriages 
packed full with freshly 
cut hay trot along bumpy 
dirt roads. Craggy old peo¬ 
ple with craggy old faces 
make picture-perfect post¬ 
cards of a simpler time. 
Grandmothers milk cows, 
churn butter, have wells in 
their backyards and know 
their way around a plow. 

If it weren’t for the satel¬ 
lite dishes growing out of 
houses like mushrooms on 
cow patties, you might 
think you’d been trans¬ 
ported back to the early 
1900s. A surprising num¬ 
ber of people here lack 
running water and indoor 
plumbing but, with the 
wonders of modern tech¬ 
nology, they can tune into 
stations like MTV. 

Having just come from 
cosmopolitan Bucharest — 
where Ferrari-lined streets, 
fashionable coffee houses 
and could-be-supermodels 
are common — this was the 
“simple life.” 

I found myself in this 
Transylvanian village as part 
of a two-day home-stay run 
by Carpathian Tours. Aus-

tralian-owned, this compa¬ 
ny offers customized cultur¬ 
al vacations through the 
Hungarian, Slovakian and 
Romanian countryside. 

It’s a chance to learn 
about the music, dance and 
social practices of the area 
— all with the help of a 
translator and knowledge¬ 
able guide. 

Accommodations may be 
humble (my room had no 
door and the bathroom 
looked more like a tool 
shed) but, by staying with 
the local people, I’m able to

get an insider’s view. 

My crash course in tradi¬ 
tional Transylvanian cul¬ 
ture starts with breakfast. 
Here in Ture, early morn¬ 
ing risers enjoy buffalo 
cheese, thick slices of 
white bread, pork sausage 
and a shot of Palinlca. 

This local brandy brew 
gets the day started off 
right and is sipped on with 
each meal. It’s considered 
rude if you turn down the 
offering, so, despite having 
just brushed my teeth, I 
reach for the shot glass 
and started boozing. It 
goes down my throat in 
one gulp, burning my in¬ 
sides with the pang of 


cheap Tequila. 

Pleasing my host, the 
guide and I (admittedly, a bit 
tipsy) venture into town. 
Shepherds guide buffalo 
into the village so they can 
be milked by their owners. 
They make their way down 
a mist-covered hill, moo¬ 
ing and jangling their cow¬ 
bell necklaces. 

Though I’m excited by 
the prospect of milking 
one myself, I find out the 
buffalos are quite skittish 
and don’t let strangers ogle 
their udders. 

From there, we visit a 
traditional “good room.” 
It’s an elaborately decorat¬ 
ed living room used for en¬ 


tertaining guests and 
matching prospective boy 
suitors with unmarried 
girls. The room is stacked 
with embroidered blan¬ 
kets, tablecloths and 
doilies, all hand spun from 
wool, cotton or hemp. 

Cabinets are hand-paint¬ 
ed, stenciled in red, white 
and green (a symbol of the 
Hungarian flag) with recur¬ 
ring motifs of roses, tulips 
and green branches. 
Though it’s impressive, this 
crafty form of home-mak¬ 
ing has been abandoned by 


the new generation. 

In the time of Romanian 
dictator Nicolae Ceausescu 
(leader from 1965-1989), 
expression of Hungarian 
culture and music was for¬ 
bidden. As a result, much 
of local culture was lost. 

My two-day tour of Tran¬ 
sylvania had me tossing hay 
with a pitchfork, step-danc¬ 
ing to live village music and 
picnicking with Palinlca un¬ 
der a full moon.

Betrayal drives thriller

Traitor couldn't have 
been an easy movie to 
make. Not only is the ter¬ 
rorism thriller set in 17 
cities on three continents, 
but it required shooting 
the film in just 48 days on 
a tight budget. Who 
would want to take on 
that overly ambitious en¬ 
deavor? Well, Don Chea¬ 
dle for one. 

The complex story of a se¬ 
cret Muslim officer that in¬ 
filtrates a global terrorism 
ring only to find himself be¬ 
ing hunted down as a trai¬ 
tor, this thriller not only en¬ 
ticed Don Cheadle the ac¬ 
tor, but also Don Cheadle 
the producer — who has 
previously made his mark 
getting behind such hot- 


button films as Crash and 
Darfur Now. 

“It was very interesting 
that one of the things we 
learned post 9-11 is that 
there were something like 
three Arabic-speaking 
agents that we had in our 
(enforcement) agencies,” 


says Cheadle during a re¬ 
cent interview in New York. 

“How do you understand 
people that you can’t even 
talk to?” 

That was one of the pri¬ 
mary themes that prompt¬ 
ed Cheadle to help make 
Traitor — the idea that a 


lack in communication be¬ 
tween cultures has only fu¬ 
elled terrorism. It’s not an 
easy notion to sell to movie 
studios either. 

As disappointing box-of¬ 
fice revenues of other films 
dealing with the war on ter¬ 
rorism have mounted re¬ 
cently, studios are surely 
wary of that particular sub¬ 
ject. 

“They probably did their 
rounds with studios and re¬ 
ceived a series of ideas of 
how it should be changed 
and softened up,” posits co- 
star Guy Pearce about the 
struggle to find backers. 

“(But writer/director Jef¬ 
frey Nachmanoff) just 
didn’t compromise.” 

Instead, Traitor (in the¬ 
atres on Friday) was lucky 
enough to find financing 
and still deal directly with 
such serious issues as race, 


religion and the role of ig¬ 
norance in terrorism. 
Pearce adds: “I think (Nach¬ 
manoff did) a really good 
job of finding that balance 
between an entertainment 
and a thought-provoking 
topic.” 

Cheadle would certainly 
agree. Although he’s first to 
acknowledge the film does¬ 
n’t provide many answers 
to these issues, he does 
hope it will create an aware¬ 
ness in moviegoers minds. 

“It could be a cautionary 
tale on some level if you 
take it seriously,” insists 
Cheadle. 

“Most human beings 
want equanimity; most hu¬ 
man beings want peace; 
most human beings want 
safety. It’s the people on 
the extremes that can obvi¬ 
ously pull and push us and 
protract that argument.”

When seriously unfunny 
movies like Hamlet 2 get 


erected around seriously 
funny actors like Steve 
Coogan, it’s reasonable to 
ask what went wrong. In 
this case, it’s that Coogan 
has been robbed of his 
prime comic weapon — his 
bone-dry British imperious¬ 
ness. Cast as an antic Ari¬ 
zona high school drama 
teacher attempting to save 
his credibility and his job 
by mounting an unprece¬ 


dented offensive original 
play — that’d be “Hamlet 
2,” with a plot involving a 
time machine and chirpy 
songs about rape and Jesus 
Christ’s “hot swimmer’s 
body” — Coogan trades his 
usual shiv-sharp subtlety 
for blustery, Christopher 
Guest style caricature. The 
results aren’t pretty. 

Perhaps attempting to 
atone for the retro-bland- 


ness of Nancy Drew, co¬ 
writer/direc¬ 
tor Andrew 
Fleming 
stabs wildly 
at taboos: 
Coogan’s 
young 
charges 
Steve Coogan trade racist 
barbs in be¬ 
tween rehearsals; charac¬ 
ters drop acid and refer¬ 


ence crystal meth addic¬ 
tion; a key player takes a 
tentative step out of the 
closet; child molestation is 
deployed as a punchline. 
It’s all admirably anti-PC, 
but that’s all it is — there’s 
no real satirical thrust here, 
just a lot of weak jabs at 
easy targets (newsflash: the 
American religious right 
are a bunch of humorless 
hysterics!) and sub-Waiting 


For Guffman gags about the 
massive gulf between 
Coogan’s ambition and his 
talent. There’s not a lot to 
laugh at here, and the fact 
that the filmmakers seem 
so smugly proud of their 
supposed transgressions 
doesn’t help. In fact, they 
like their piddling attempt 
at a live-action episode of 
South Park so much that I 
don’t have to. 



Towelhead' draws ire 


movies An Islamic civil

Lebanese-American girl in 
the early ’90s. A Warner 
Independent specialty title 
now being handled by par¬ 
ent studio Warners, it is 
scheduled to open Sept. 12 


in limited release in New 
York and Los Angeles. 

The Greater Los Angeles 
Area office of the Council 
on American-Islamic Rela¬ 
tions (CAIR) said because 
the moniker is a “racial 
and religious slur,” Warn¬ 
ers should consider calling 
the film Nothing Is Pri¬ 
vate, the title under which 
it debuted at last year’s 
Toronto International Film 
Festival. 

Erian, who is Arab- 
American, said that al¬ 
though the title is an eth¬ 
nic slur, she “selected it to 
highlight one of the nov¬ 
el's major themes: 
racism.” 

She called CAIR’s work 
“admirable,” but said that 
“the solution ... is not to 
force the artist to alter her 
work, but instead to use 
the occasion of that work 
as an entry point for 
meaningful debate and 
discussion.”

Australia rethinks visa 


Australia is re-thinking a 
decision to give gangsta 
rapper Snoop Dogg a visa 
after public complaints 
that he should not tour in 
October in a double act 
with Ice Cube, an immigra¬ 
tion official said yesterday. 

Snoop Dogg, whose real 
name is Cordozar Calvin 
Broadus Jr., was refused 
permission to even apply 
for a visa to enter Australia 
in 2007 because of his 
criminal record, sinking 
plans for him to co-host 
the MTV Australia Video 
Music Awards. 

But immigration officials 
this week cleared the way 
for an October tour visit, 
until a spate of public com¬ 
plaints from victims of 
crime groups yesterday. 

“As a result of public 
concern and interest, the 


department has decided 
that in fact we will be un¬ 
dertaking a more thorough 
assessment of Mr. Broadus’ 
character,” a 
senior im¬ 
migration 
official said. 

The deci¬ 
sion does 
not mean 
Snoop Dogg 
will again Snoop Dogg 
be barred 

from Australia, but he 
could be counselled before 
arrival and given strict be¬ 
haviour rules to abide by 
while in the country. 

Snoop Dogg’s criminal 
record counts several 
drugs and firearms charges 
since 1990, including a 
1993 acquittal for murder. 
He has also been denied 
entiy to Britain. 


The immigration official 
said a fresh assessment of 
an approval for Snoop 
Dogg to apply for a visa — 
clearing the way for a 17- 
day visit from Oct. 21 — 
had already begun. 

“We’ve advised his tour 
promoter and he and Mr. 
Broadus will have an op¬ 
portunity to respond. We 
clearly will look at his 
criminal history,” he said. 

Critics say Snoop Dogg’s 
lyrics are racist and sexist. 

“Snoop Dogg trades in 
toxic messages of menace, 
violence, misogyny and 
lawlessness,” Angela Con¬ 
way, of the Australian Fam¬ 
ily Association, told the 
Herald Sun newspaper. 

The rapper has sold 
more than 17 million 
records.

Ratings, schmatings 


UNRATED VERSION: 

There’s still a lot of life left 
in broadcast television, but 
we know its expiry date is 
looming by the survival of 
shows like Battlestar Galac- 
tica, as detailed in a recent 
Associated Press story on 
the Sci Fi network’s flag¬ 
ship show, now mere 
months away from its final 
airing. 

Galactica has been a crit¬ 
ic’s favourite since its de¬ 
but, which is another way 
of saying “brilliant but 
soon-to-be cancelled” if 
you’re talking about a net¬ 
work show, especially one 
that draws the ratings 
Galactica has. According to 
the AP story, the radical re¬ 
vision of the ’70s sci-fi 
cheese original is “scrap¬ 
ing bottom” if you go by 
“the traditional ratings sys¬ 
tem” — from an average of 
2.8 million viewers in its 
first season, it’s lost a mil¬ 
lion viewers since then. 

But Sci Fi is acting like 
the numbers don’t mean 
much, and it’s gone ahead 
with a Galactica prequel 
movie that’s set to air after 
the final episode next year, 
and a spin-off series set

two generations before 
Galactica’s storyline kicks 
off.

the viewership of a show 
like Galactica. 

Jamie Bamber, who plays 
Lee Adama on the show, 
told AP that he has a differ¬ 
ent way of measuring the 
show’s success. “When the 
numbers were high I 
would get stopped in the 
street maybe once a week,” 
Bamber said. “Now that 
the viewing figures are 
lower on the TV, every¬ 
where I go someone will 
come up to me and say 
what a huge fan they are. 
That just tells me that peo¬ 


ple watch the show in a 
more modern way and that 
it has reached its sort of 
critical mass.” 

What he means is that 
technologically-sawy 
Galactica fans have better 
things to do with their 
nights, and prefer to catch 
up on the show via TiVo or 
in weekend-long DVD 
marathons — or relying on 
the huge but legally trou¬ 
bling archive of internet 
downloads. One assumes 
the same sort of logic is be¬ 
hind the apparently un¬ 
troubled reaction AMC has 
to Mad Men, its flagship 
but low-rated show. Since 
I’m one of those people 
who can’t be bothered 
with scheduled viewing, it 
all makes sense to me, but 
I’m also aware that we’re 
hard people to make mon¬ 
ey off if you’re an advertis¬ 
er, and that something, 
somewhere, has got to give 
before we can finally as¬ 
cend into the brave new 
world of post-broadcast tel¬ 
evision.
